What Mr.’Guinn Thinks About the l'olitical

COLD STORAGE. 


The New Refrigerating Frocess 
of Incalculable Value, 


Those Who Have Seen It Tested, Speak Con- 
cerning It, and Indoree It—Its Sirong 
Points Shown. 


This is a progressive age. It is noted for its 
quick perception, hurried thought and run- 
ning wisdom. Something new is being 
discovered every day, and turned to 
the practical benefit of mankind. 
That, that is attracting most attention in At- 
lanta today is the new refrigerating proccss, 
and wellit may, for itis decidedly one of the 
greatest discoveries ever made. It is a bless- 
ing to any sick room, as well as to house- 
keepers and merchants. This “cold’”’ 
can be conducted in pipes underground to any 
part of the city and can be turned on in a re- 
frigerator just like water. It is very cheap 
and there is no telling the good to be ac- 
complished by it. 

A ConstTItTuTIon representative interviewed 
several parties yesterday concerning it, and 
found every one pleased who had investigated 
the subject. 

Mr. George Winship, who is one of the most 
practical men in the state and one of Atlanta’s 
best citizens. was present at the recent test of 

the refrigerating process. He was asked by 
‘the reporter as to its practical workings for the 
purposes intended? 

He replied that the process was ono,.of the 
simplest character and would easily acccm- 
plish the purposes for which it was intended. 

“Will there be any difficulty in putting the 
process at ence into operation ?”’ 

“None at all, as faras I can see. Every- 
thing works well, and I presume the ‘cold’ 
will be turned on at our houses in afew weeks, 
just like gas or water.” 

“You think, then, that it can be distributed 
through the streets just like gas,do you?’’ 

“Certainly. Thereis no reason why itshould 
not be.”’ 

“Assuming the cost to be the same as ice, 
would it be preferable to ice?”’ 

“There are many reasons why it is preferable 
toice. Itis more convenient, and noexpense or 
trouble in handiing. All you have to do 
is to open the valve and the ‘cold’ comes on 
just like gas. Then, itis more cleanly, and 
besides is a dry cold,which is a great thing.’ 

Mr. Winship isa firm believerin the new 
process, and from what he says, we think he 
will have a cool office as soon as the plant is 
put into operation. 

The reporter then sought out Dr. J. F. Alex- 
ander, who is one of the most learned physi- 
cians in the state, and said: 

“Doctor, [ notice you were one of the parties 
who examined the new refrigerating precess ?”’ 

“Yes, I wasat the test anda wonderful 
thing it is, too.”’ 

“In your judgment, is it practicable fora 
portable apparatus to be located ina sick room, 
in order to regulate the temperature ?’’ 

“T think it is. Ofcourse in using the appara- 
tus it will be necessary toclose the doors. 
There are many sick people whose disease 
could often be controlled if a cooler and 
healthier atmosphere could be had. This new 
precess will, I think in a large measure, assist 
the physician in that point.’’ 

“Do you think in extremely hot weather it 
would b®@ preferable and advantageous to close 
the rcomif the temperature could be abso- 
lutely regulated ?’’ 

“Often it would be of incalculable benefit to 
the patient to have the temperature reduced, 
and at the same time to have perfect ventila- 
tion. ThatIthink can be accomplished by 
this process.”’ 

“Tiow does it impress you for general pur- 
poses ?’’ . 

“Well, I think it is one of the biggest things 
in the world. The idea of having ‘cold’ con- 
dycted under our streets like gas and water 
aud turned on and off just like steam is a co- 
lossalidea. Every merchant, dairyman,butcher 
ami housekeeper will be benefitted by it. 
There need be no more stale vegetables, rancid 
butter, and sour milk. A refrigerator can be 
placed in a house and the butter as well as 
meats and vegetables can be kept perfectly 
pure.’’ 

“Is the cold perfectly harmless, there being 
no danger of poison ?’’ 

“Ceitainly,there is nothing deleterious about 
t. I tell youit is a good thing anda big thing,” 

Mr. Albert Bellingrath was found in his oftice 
looking over his morning mail. 
cal man, and what he says may be considered 
authentic. The reporter asked him if he had 
seen the new refrigerating process. 

“Yes, [have been at the office, and saw the 
test given it the other day. It is a remarkable 
process, and one I think of great value.”’ 

“Do you think it practical for the cooling of 
rooms, Offices, &c ?’’ 

“Yes, Lthink it is so constructed that the 
‘coid’ can be carried a number of miles with- 
out expending its force. The rooms can be so 
arranged as to receive this cold, or wha‘ever it 
is called, and rooms, oftices, &c., may be made 
pleasant in our hottest days.’’ 

“You think then itcan be used for cooling 
in the same general manner that steam is for 
heating.”’ 

“Certainly Ido. Steam will not warm an 
office or room unless it is closed so the cold air 
from the outside cannot enter; just so with 
this process, the room and office must be so 
arranged as to in part keep out the hot air.’ 
‘Is it true that it can be carried in*pipes for 
several miles and still retain the same force 
and pressure ?”’ 

“There isno doubt but what itcan. Expe- 
iience has demonstrated that fact I believe. It 
isagreatthing in its favor, too. It can be 
made so much more useful and will relieve the 
wants of hun@teds of people who are not able 
to get ice on account of the distance. Yes, sir, 
this process is a big thing, and grows ona fel- 
low the more he thinks about it.”’ 

Dr. J. P. Logan was found at his elegant 
home on Washington street and very kindly 
gave the reporter the desired information. 
“Have you seen the new refrigerating pro- 
cess introduced by Mr. H. I. Kimball ?”’ 

“Yes, I, with several other gentlemen, wit- 
nessed a test of it recently.”’ 

‘‘Hlow were you pleased with it?” 

“It struck me as being an excellent thing 
and one well worth using. The idea that 
‘cold’ can be conveyed in pipes like steam 
and turned on or off at will is one of great 
importance. This, as I understand it, is the
